battles witnessed In years.

The labor officials 
predict that within a week after the 
strike is called the roads will bo 
paralyzed. 
They declare the • belief 


that the strike will spread to other 
roads, and add that a general rail- 
way crisis such as America has never 
faced is impending. 


Official* Pessimistic. 


Railroad officials are pessimist!*. 


They declare, in confidence, their b» 
lief that the strike can not bs avert- 
ed. They say they can and will make 
no further concession to the men; 
that they will never grant a confer- 
ence to the representatives of the 
system federation as such.

that officials of the Harriman lines 
thought they always dealt fairly with 
the men and if the workers did^not 
realize this, the officials saw no iway 
of convincing them.
